TOWNS CAN NOW MAKE 
CONTRACTS FOR RATES 


One of the hills put through the 


l e g i s l a t u r e by Representative VY. H. 
Ebey of Ada makes it possible for a 
town or city to enter into a contract 
with gas companies, electric light 
and power companies .and other pub­ 
lic utilities in reference to the price 
to be charged for service. Under the 
law of the past it has bien impos­ 
sible for a municipality to make a 
L*gal contract with public utilities 
regarding the rate to be charged. 
Th* bill is given below. 
Be it Enacted by the People of the 
State of Oklahoma: 
Section I. 
The municipal corpor­ 
ations of Die Stale cif Oklahoma shall 
have and there is hereby conferred 
upon such municipalities the right to 
ent^r into contract* with 
any 
per­ 
son, firm or corporation for furnish­ 
ing and supplying such municipalit­ 
ies and the inhabitants thereof with 
natural gas for lights and heat, with 
electricity lur light, heat and power 
and with water for public and domes­ 
tic purposes. 
The rates ol charge* fixed in con­ 
tracts or franchise agreements here- 
fore or hereafter entered into be­ 
tween any municipality and any per­ 
son. firm or corporation shall not be 
subject to change except by agree 


non rom mission shall have the pow- 
♦ r to chance such rate or rates of 
charges where the contract rat** or 
rates of charges is unreasonable and 
excessive or where inadequate to en­ 
able such public utility, person, firm 
or corporation to supply such service 
and maintain such public utility in a 
necessary state of efficiency together 
with a reasonable allowance for de­ 
preciation and income on the invest­ 
ment. 
That th*' State Corporation Com­ 
mission shall only take Into consider­ 
ation iii such determination, not fife 
book value alone, but the actual 
capital investment necessary to use 
supplying or rendering the service 
charged for, and only the reasonable 
salaries of officers and employees 
actually employing their time shall 
be considered as a part of the ex­ 
pense of operation. 
That the rate of charges bereto- 
fore or her* after fixed and establish­ 
ed by said State Corporation Com­ 
mission shall be subject to change 
I upon the same basis of determina­ 
tion as herein provided. 
Section 2. * All Acts or parts of 
A ds in contticf herewith are hereby 
repealed.
